Voyager finds Jupiter’s ring 


PASADENA, Calif. March 9 
(Agendes) — The Voyager 1 
spacecraft has discovered a rh^ 
around Ae massive planet Jiqn- 
ter, sdentists have reported. 

Bradford Smith, h^ of the 
Voyager 1 pictaje analysis team, 
said Wednesday at Ae Jet Prop- 
ulsion Laboratory here that tte 
ring was made oi large partides 
which take about seven hours to 
drde Jupiter. 

The ring photography by 
Voy^r 1, was pr^iably less 
than 30 kilometers thick and was 
probably thousands of Idlomet- 
ers wide, SmiA said.

Voy^er 1 has also provided 
photognqAic evidence of lava 
flows on the Jovian moon of Ib 
indicating the satellite is still 
developing. This may ^lain tbe 
absence of craters on its surfoce, 
scienlists said Thursdsy. 

“The material surrounding 
that volcano is veiy young,” said 
Edward Stone alro of tl^ Jet 
Propuisioii Laboratoiy. “That 


nninediately leads one to the 
condusion that lo is not a dead 
idaneL It has a hot interior, just 
like the EarA." 

Voyager 1, an uoraaniied 
spacecraft, passed within 
172,000 miles of Jupiter on 
Monday. The craft has sent bade 
astonndiiig (nctnies of die solar 
system's largest planet and hs 
moons. Tbe spacecraft is hurtl- 
ing towards Saturn to take a simi- 
lai series.

Since the dose-up photo- 
graphs were beamed back to 
Earth, researchers have been 
puzded by lo's smooA suifoce. 
Scientists often estimate tbe a^ 
of a solar body by counting crat- 
ers, oontendi^ that every solid 
object in the solar system was 
pummeled by fragments during 
the planet-forming process more 
than 4 bfllioa years ago- Earth, 
they point out, has ciateis, 
signaling a relatively youi^ and 
active ^anet, whale Ae pock- 


marked surface of our own moon 
means it has change little since 
Ae bombardment. 

“It (Ae smooA surface) tells 
us Aat over Ae last 10 million to 
100 million years, Ae surface 
there has been active, Ae planet 
(lo) has been active," said Laur- 
ence Soderbiom, a U.S. Geolog- 
ical Survey Scientist.

Second only lo ihe Palestinians, the Egyptians have suffered the 
most from the interminable wars with Israel and the state of war in 
the region the last 30 years. But would separate peace mean an 
end to Egyptian suffering and anxiety ? We doubt it ever could. 

The Eg>-ptlans are .Arabs living in the Middle East, much of 
which is sull occupied by Israel, even if the latter agrees to leave 
the administration of Sinai to the Eg^'ptians. Three million Pales- 
tiniaiu are homeless, directly because of Israeli actions and 
policies. The remaining Arab stales whose lands arc occupied, 
and the . continuing plight of the Palestinians will always be there 
lo militate against the proposed peace treaty between Egypt and 
I-srael. .At best it will be a truce until the situation Dares up again 
and threatens to shatter it. because it is not founded on the solid 
ground of a just and lusting peace. 

President &dat is so firmly committed to such a settlement that 
he may find it hard to change his mind. President Carter desper- 
ately wants It to boost his popularity ^ home and earn a place in 
history . Israel stands to gain from both men. It isgi\ing up little 
booty- for the neutralization of the largest Arab state with the most 
Mnoiis military potential. It won't be long before it consolidates 
its control of the occupied lands and even provokes Syria with a 
view to destroying its military capability for some time to come. 
wTicn this happens, the Egyptian people will find it immensely 
embarrassing to stand idly tw- and waleh their comrades in arms 
over so many wars, fight without them. 

^ If this seems unlikely- di present, one should remember that 
European states automaticilly went to war against Germany 
when the latter invaded any of their neighbors. More spectacular 
still was the entry of the United States on behalf of Europe iwiee 
this century and it will do so u third time if need be. The U.S. went 
into a long, protracted war when South Korea was invaded and 
fought its longest war when South Vielnum was threatened by the 
North. It is now sending an aircraft carrier to the Gulf to under- 
score its commitment to the stabiUiv and security of its friends and 
to safeguard its own interests however far they may be from its 
own shores. Is it difficult to imagine the Egyptians hurrying to the 
rescue of their .Arab neighbors In times of distress '? 


FRENCH BID 


It was encouraging to hear that the leaders of Morocco and 
Algeria may meet shortly to sort out their differences. 

If true, and we earnestly hope so. it would mean a singular 
success for the good offices of French President Giscard D'Esta- 
ing who recently received King Hasson in Paris. Mauritania, 
another party to the conflict in the North African desert, is even 
more anxious to enter into negotiations to pur an end to the 
ruinous war in that pan of the Arab world. 

Until President Houari Boumedienne died, it was nearlv 
impossible to arrange a summit meeting between the three leaders 
and representatives of Polisario which is fighting for the indepen- 
dence of the old Spanish Sahara from Morrocanand Mauritanian 
control. 

The road loavilution ni.>w appears not only short but quite easy. 
.Algeria under Boumedienne supported the Polisario and made it 
possible for ihe front lo continue harrassing the Mauritanians and 
Moroccans almost indefinitely and now the smaller and poorer 
Mauritania . teeters on the edge of bunkruptex*. Morocco has had 
to curtail some of its development plans to pursue the war. In the 
end it became evident that a peaceful solution bad to be found if 
the royalties foum the Saharan phosphate mines are to be of any 
use to the people of Ihe region, and if Algeria is to save its 
resources and armaments for its own benefit. 

France has h,Td something positive to do with the attempted 
rapprochement although it is involved militarilv on behalf of 
Mauritania, ui least from the uir. Mauritania has been seeking a 
peaceful settlement since the coup d* etat last June. So there would 
seem to be rc.isonabie grounds for optimLsm that the process of 
peace might be started fairly soon.

The mass retirement of gener- 
als is less a purge than a dedrion 
reflecting the knowledge they 
would not be obeyed by their 
men. 

Asked why few officers above 
captain were visible, Mosavi 
said, “we don't care about rank, 
although there are some colonels 
about. I feel confident with these 
new captains.” 

The two key young men who 
ran the two-month oil strike that 
helped strangle the monarchy 
talked coldly about their prob- 
lems with Marxists, and how 
they hoiM to whittle them down. 

Meh^ Mustafavi, 35, and

Called Interlink, the device is 
a computer model that pulls 
together statistical profiles of the 
economies of ail 23 members of 
oiganization, the major, non- 
commiinist industrial, nations of 
the world. It was formed in 1 960 
to promote economic develop- 
ment and stalnlity. 

Organization economists 
admit that their “international 
linkage modeF’ is at an eariy 
stage of development 
“Much work needs to be done 
on it to refine its features and to 
extend them,” an official said. 

Stin, Literiink offers political 
leaders and their economic 
advisers a tool they have not had, 
one that makes it possible to 
fonec^ the effects of policy 
decisions and to proride gui- 
danoe for poli^ alternatives. 
Such a tool has become increas- 
ingly necessary , for, as an official, 
said: 

"The OECD economies are 
becoming more and more dosefy 
bound together through interna- 
tional Q^e.”

For the world economy, such 
economic decisions are far more 
important than to any single 
coanby.

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Jojoba bean cures 
for baldness, warts

LOS ANGELES — in Hol- 
lywood, cosmeiologisi Millard 
Tipp says bair is growing on his 
formerly bald pate, thanks to 
regular shampooing with jojoba 
0x1. 

In Peoria. Utinois. a researdi 
chemist for the U .S. Department 
of Agriculture 'predicts that 
jojoba oU may some day cure 
warts, fill gas tanks and wax 
floors. 

The objeci of all these 
miraculous claims is a bean that 
comes from a spindiy-branched 
shrub called Jojoba (ho-bo-ba) 
that grows wild in the desert of 
southern California, in southern 
Arizona and on Mexico's west 
coast. 

Oil from the bean is being cal- 
led the new "liquid gold" of the 
West, and jojoba prospectors 
with as little as one acre of land 
arc banking on its future. 

“It's the bean of the month, 
and everybody's talking about it 
as if it were a brand-new discov- 
ery." Dr. Thomas Sternberg, 
professor emeritus of dermatol- 
ogy at UCLA's school of 
medicine says. 

Sternberg, who shampoos lus 
own hair with jojoba oil. 
recommends it hir patients with 
skin and scalp ailments. 

Has he noticed an improve- 
ment in his own hair growth? 

1 haven't really seen any 
change because I happen to have 
a go^ head of hair," he states. 
“But my patients are happy with 
it, and there seem to be no side 
effects.” 

Until a few years ago. the 
strange, unsightly jojoba shrub 
was virtually unwranted except 
by environmentalists and 
American Indians. The latter for 
centuries squeezed oil from the 
nuts and used it to soothe skin 
bums and shine the hair. Hor- 
ticultural research groups, such 
as the one headed by Or. 
Lemoyne Hogan of the Univer- 
sity of Arizona at Tucson, .were 
alM interested in the bush as 
they believed it would make an 
economical landscape plant to 
beautify highways. 

Then, the experts struck oQ. 
The jojoba bean — 50 per cent 
of which consists of a dear, odor- 
less liquid wax or oil — proved to 
be a new. natural source of 
energy and a base for cosmetics 
and ^arraaceuticals.Companies 
found that the beans pniduced a 
lubricating agent just as good as 
sperm whke oil. (Sperm whale 
hunting by Americans was out- 
lawed in 1970.) 


“The name ^ the game is to 
be the first and the quickest in 
cultivating plantations." saysdt- 
rus fruit tree grower Gary Bisel, 
head of Ranchers Investors and 
Equity, which has 1 .500 acres of 
wild jojoba plants leased in Tuc- 
son and is planting another 700 
domestic acres in the same area. 
“Our aim is to comer the mar- 
ket." be adds, noting that in 
three years he plans to devote 
1 0,000 acres to the cultivation of 
the plant, making his plantation 
the nation's largest 

“The market is there. Every 
day cosmetic companies are ask- 
ing us for supplies we can't pro- 
vide.” he says. 

In the cosmetics industry, the 
hottest use of jojoba oil so far is 
in shampoos and scalp treat- 
ments. Research conducted by 
the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture has shown that jojoba oil is 
effective against sebum, a fatty 
hormonal ifischarge secreted by 
the sebaceous gland of the scalp. 
Sebum deposits tend to collect 
around the hair follicles and har- 
den. thereby clogging pores on 
the scalp, inhibiting hair growth. 

Tipp. the Hollywood cos- 
metologist who attributes his 
new hair growth to jojoba oil. 
says he'd even tried restoring his 
hair with cell therapy in Mexico 
and at the Niehans Oinic in 
Switzerland to no avail. “I don't 
believe Jt myself, but Tve been 
using Jojoba oil for sue months 
and my bald pate is filling in." 

Glenn Braswell, publisher of 
“The Body Forum" magazine, is 
another jojoba convert. Bras- 
well is so convinced that “zero 
hair loss" is possible with regular 
jojoba shampoos, that he offers 
his readers a $ 50 credit if. after 
using his jojoba scalp cleanser 
for a month, they "do not agree 
that my jojoba ofl is the superior 
hair cleansing product." 

Marc Bernstein, prerident of 
Arrum Products. Inc. of Beverly 
Hills, also claims his jojoba 
shampoo can help to prevent 
hair loss. In the p^t year, he says 
hisshampoo fwhicb costs$ 10 
for an 8-ounce bottle of sham- 
poo and- a half-ounce bottle of 
oil) has been marketed by 5.000 
hedih and beauty shops in the 
U.S. and Canada'. Last year he 
quotessalesofjust under's 1 mil- 
lion. 

“My only problem is getting 
jojoba oil." says Bernstein, who 
attributes the high cost of his 
product to the current “oil wa/' 
going on with his local suppUens. 
“When I was started, the going 
price wasS 23 an ounce. Now ifs 


New treatment renders dramatic effects on severe acne

WASHINGTON — Severe acne, previously resistant to 
all the usual forms of treatment, is clearing dramatically with a 
new experimental treatment. 

Tests with a synthetic vitamin A derivative for four 
months cleared or almost cleared large inflammatory nodules 
on the foces and chests of 47 severely affected sufferers. 
Twen^-nine were completely cleared. 10 almost completely 
cleareil and those remaining showed ^‘dramatic improve- 
ment.” 

An important aq>ect of the trial, led by Dr. Gary Peck at flie 
National Cancer Institute in Bethesda. Maryland, is that once 
treatment stops the improvement continues. Many patients 
have been in remission for up to 20 months. 

Dr. Peter E. Pochi, of ^ston University, describes the 
success of the treatment and the long-term effects as “remark- 
able'' in the “New England Journal of Medicine” where tests 
with the first 14 patients are reported. Average age of the acne 
patients was 24 with slightly more men than women. They had 


almost double that price, and 1 
have to wait to get it." 

The oQ isn't the only thing 
going up in the Jojoba market. 
Real estate, particulariy in the 
former wasteland areas where it 
grows, has shot up as much as 60 
per cent. And landowners lucky 
enough to have an acre of wild 
jojoba stands are selling their 
beans to the highest bidder. 

Area real estate agent Don 
Steelman of S.G. Barkin Real 
Estate Co. says, "It seems like a 
real Cinderella story. Some good 
fairy has come along and waved 
her wand across all thatuglyland 
and turned it into sheer profit." 

Steelman claims that three 
years ago the going price of land 
in the area was about $ 800 an 
acre. Last year, that same land 
sold for $ 3,500 to $ 4,700 an 
acre. “ People have started to put 
up fences and ride around in 
trucks with shotguns to keep the 
locals and hippies from picking 
their beans." says Steelman. 

Kelley Dwryer, vice president 
for operations at Jojoba Interna- 
tional in Carpenteria. Calif., one 
of the largest budding jojoba 
businesses, agrees that the 
demand for land and oil is 
increaang daily. In the past two 


years, his company has moved S 
3 million worth of seedlings and. 
says Dwyer, the demand for oil 
has one up a whopping 700 per 
cent in the past 12 months. 

Dr. Thomas Mhva, the USDA 
chemist in Peoria, says the sup- 
ply problem pr<foably won't ease 
for at least another 10 years, 
when the new jojoba shrubs 
reach maturity. (It takes the 
jojoba plant about 10 year to 
reach maturity, and four years to 
produce beans.) “The last crop 
to be domesticated in the United 
States was the soybean," says 
Miwa. “Now we can say that 
jojoba will emerge as the next 
new agricultural crop." 

Dr. D. M. Yermanos. profes- 
sor of agronomy at the Univer- 
sity of California at Riverside 
and considered one of the lead- 
ing authorities on jojoba, agrees. 

He has for 23 years been 
researching ways to use the plant 
and. last September, presided 
with Dr. Miya at the third inter- 
national conference on jojoba in 
Riverside. Dr. Yermanos 
believes now is the time to 
develop the crop worldwide. 

“It could put millions of acres 
of problem land to good use. If s 
the next frontier of agriculture," 
says Yermanos. — (LAT) 


A race problem begins 
to emerge in Sweden 


STOCKHOLM — Sweden 
has a growing immigration prob- 
lem, and for a country that has 
for so long basked in self- 
righteous isolation while hand- 
ing out liberal, homilies on race 
to Britain and America, it is 
more than a little embarrassing. 

Sweden’s problem is centr^ 
on a circular complex of concrete 
and glass called Navestad. Hous- 
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ing blocks there are vandalized, 
drink cans and plastic carrier 
bags of household refuse litter 
the corridors, walls are defaced 
with graffiti and you don't open 
your door at night ' without 
checking who is outside. 

The Swedes who moved in, 
flushed with idealism in the early 
1960s. have long since moved 
out, disillusioned and with 
stories for anyone who will listen 
of how depressing and 
dehumanizing it was to a cog 
in the concrete wheel. 

The only Swedes who live in 
Navestad today are those with 
nowhere else to go. The rest of 
Navestaefs residents are immig- 
rants - mostlv Finns.

The synthetic vitamin A derivathe used in the tests is 
called 13-cis-retinoic add. For the chemically minded it is a 
geometric isomer of all-rrans-retinoic add which occurs natur- 
ally. 

It seems that the synthetic version of vitamin A acts by 
direct drying-up of oil glands in the skin, and this persists once 
the drug is stopped. Excess waxy oil is Bnniy linked with acne. 

Dr, Peck and Dr. Pochi warn that, despite the 
potential importance, these are early days in testing an 
experimental drug. Laiger studies are needed. 

Peck also warns teenagers that over-the-counter vitamin 
A does not have a-similar effect and that it would be misguided 
to try to treat acne with vitamin A, which in large doses may be 
poison, causing Liver, bone or nerve damage. 


Some 80 per cent of teenagers are thought to suffer from 
acne to some degree. The chief consolation is that the majoiiiv 
grow out of it. But for about two per cent severe acne peitists 
with distressing disfigurement and scarring and p^chologiciti 
barm. Absence from school or work is frequent. 

'The new drug, developed by Hoffman-La Roche, has 
been used for some other severe skin complaints but with mud) 
less effect. 

Its previous successful use has been during animal 
w here it helps to prevent cancer spreading. A trial to prevent 
bladder cancer is now being planned. It was the effect of 
1 3-CTS-retTnoic acid on certain ceils during the animal 
which sugge5ted a possible use against acne. 

It is a potent d^. and there is concern about side effects. 
So far the effects have been limited to such things as drying of 
the nasal tissues. ca.mjunctivitis and. ironically, some facial 
dermatitis. But these clear once the drug is stopped, and ini 
future it is thought smaller doses will be equally effective. It 
cannot be taken by pregnant women. — (OFNS)

He is a full professor of art at the 

University of Cafifoniia at Ber- 
keley. But through his cross- 
country appearances, he has 
shaped, as though with a potter’s 
wheel, a whole generation of 
artists-crafisworkers. 

Recently he cam^ to Wasfamg- 
ton to ^ve a two<day clay work- 
shop sponsored by American 
Craft OMincirs local chapter and 
Greenwood Gallery. Voulkos, 
whose parents' are Greek-born, 
likes to play Zeus and the thun- 
Cn the day of thw 8 inter- 
view, his lightning was 
by the hour.

At 54, he sliU likes to wear 
striped 'T-shirts aO the tfnv> to 
enhance his Ouzo imagft He h** 
a strong face with a stubborn 
nose and generous lips, usuaQy 
pulled back in a grin. He’s bald- 
ing in a U-pattein, leaving a 
patch of black hair poking out at 
front. 

His hands seem far too sturdy 
and big for his thin arms. He 
stands about 5 feet 1 1 inches, but 
hunches over when he walks — 
he’s been called the gorlBaaf the 
porting wheel. He likes the 
macho image; he growls «n/i 
swears as he works. Students 
love his demonstrations. They’re 
counted as great theater on their 
own. Son of conceptual ait or 
happenings. 

Currently he is the subject of a 
major retrospective organized 
by the American Crafts Conn- 
dTs Museum of Contemporary 
Art, now touring the United 
States. Voulkos, because his 
work is exhibited in first-class art 
gaOeries, is taken seriously by art 
critics, and his work is priced , as 


the fine art it is. 

So h isn’t suiprising that his 
plates have bought him the space 
be wanted. Along about now, 
Voulkos win be moving kiln, 
tbundiy, easel, ceramisi wife 
Ann Adair and 4% -year-old son 
Aris into the food factory. 

. “Our other place,” said Voul- 
kos, “another warehouse- 
factory sort of buikfii^ a few 
blocks away, was getting 
crovKied ”. Aris takes a lot of 
room. I need to isolate the 
studios from him. Fd come down 
to work and my pliers would be 
gone. Or my forewdrxver would 
be all messed up. He brings in all 
his friends vrith their tricydes 
and they trash my tools. 

“But the new building is 
to be fine. Though whra I went 
to look at it the other day, aO 
^aoe almost spooked me. We'll 
use about 4,000 square feet as 
living quarters. ’Hie metal work- 
ing sniifio — a great big 30- 
foot.Jiigh space — will take 
about 5,000 square feet The rest 
wfll be the pottery, the painting 
studio and the outside deck. 

“It should be great That way, 

I could work on a bronze sculp- 
ture, a pottery plate and a prat- 
ing all in the same day if 1 felt lilre 
it." 

Voulkos likes the idea of mov- 
ing, one studio to another — sort 
of an inside trucking. “I don’t 
like to be trapped. I don’t want 
to be caught in a comer. 1 like to 
be free.” 

Thafs why, he says, he likes 
real estate. He has four big 
warehouse buildings, divided 
into 14 studios. In aU, he has 35 
separate rentals. Most of them 
he remodeled them with his own 
hammer. “Didn’t drive a nafi 
into my new studios,” be said. 
“Couldn’t afford to. More 
economical for me to go make 
plates and hire the other woric 
done. It didn't come out too bad. 

I have a friend, a buflder. X ^ve 
him free rent in return for his 
work. The new studios took 2V& 
years. 

“X energy from doing 
something different like real 
estate. Ifs interesting. It ^ves 
me an energy I don’t get from 


anything else. It helps me and 
other people.” 

This studio, like the last one, 
where he lived for 14 years, is at 


real charge out of tiiem — at 
Berkeley or on the road. For a

For the last few years, Voul- 
kos has concentrated miu^ of his 
energy on his large bronze sculp- 
tures. But he ho^s with the new 
studios to spend more time on 
pottery. 

“I hate to keep bronze around 
the bouse,” be said. “1 try to get 
it out of my right as soon as poss- 
ible; otherwise, they have to take 
it away from me. It’s never 
finished. You can keep on work- 
ing on it — cut, saw, weld, 
pound. I have to get rid of h, 
otherwise Til saw it down, weld it 
over again.

Voulkos didn't start as a pot- 
ter. He graduated from high 
school in Bozeman, Montana, 
the third of five duldren of 
Efrosine and Aris Voulkos. He 
worked as an apprentice molder 
making Liberty ships from 1941

— 1943, until he was drafted to 
serve until 1946, mostly as a 
nose gi^er, with the Army Air 
Corps in the pacific. 

His Army aptitude tests 
showed *he was talented in 
engineering and an. He decided 
CHI an. He was wQd about pant- 
ing wdien he first started at Mon- 
tana State University. But the an 
depanment said he had to take a 
pottery course to graduate. **I 
said 'No way Fm going to fool 
around with that.' But when 1 
fell that day going around in my 
hands, I fell in love with it. I 
worked on h night and day. I 
couldn't get enough day. So I 
went out and dug it up myself.” 

Rose Slivka, in her entertain- 
i^ book, “Pbter Voulkos” (pub- 
lished by the New York Graphic 
Society with the American 
Crafts Council), writes that Vou- 
lkos bribed the night watchman 
by making him a pottery mug 
and keeping it supplied with cof- 
fee. Voulkos, for a time, would 
crawl through a window to get 
into the pottepr studio so he 
could work at his preferred night 
hours. 

He won the first prize at the 
1 949 Montana state fair. (Slivka 
says be still carries the prize. aS 2 
check, around in his pocket.) 
After graduating from Montana, 
he went to the Qlifbmia College 
of Arts and Crafts in Oakland, 
where be did bis master's thesis 
on lidded 

When he went back to Mon- 
tana, be met a brick factoiy 
owner, Ardue Bray Sr. Bray 
provided him with a ceramic 
workshop in Helena in return for 
Voulkos’ help in his brickyard. 
Voulkos ran quite a successful 
production pottery there for 
some time — making useful 
objects, vases, plates, cups and 
saucers. , 

In Montana he was visited by 
two other great potters of the 
period, Shoji Hamada of Japan 
and his great friend Bernard 
Leach, of England. 

His pottery attracted much 
interest and many students. At 
that time, pottery was not 
counted the ]^eat art form it is 
now. If you were an artist, you 
were a painter then. In 1 953, he 


had the experience that broke 
through the fence around fine 
an. 

He was invited to teach for' 
three weeks at Black Mountain 
College, an avant-garde art hoc 
house in Asheville, North 
Carolina. Painter Josef Albers, 
composer John Cage and dancer 
Merce Cunningham were ther& 
at the same time. He was invited 
to go on to visit New York City 
where be met Franz Kfine and 
other abstract expressionists (he ■ 
calls them A.E.'s). This was a 
revelation to the Western boy 
wbo’d never seen museums or* 
an except in books. 

Voulkos often has decorated 
his pots with wide slashes of 
thinned glaze in the abstract 
expresrionist manner, recalling. 
Kline, and the gnaging and pim- 
pUng of his pottecy has been 
compared to the action painters, 
such as Jackson Pollack. 

Voulkos then moved on to the 
Otis Art Institute in Los 
Angeles, leaving there, Slivka ' 
writes, by request when one of 
his students plastered mud on 
the walls to start a ceramic 
mural. In 1959, he went to Ber- 
keley 10 establish a ceramics 
deparaent at'tbe universiiy. By 
that time, be had abandoned the 
tradition^ forms of clay — the' 
Creek vase, the age-old plate 
and cup forms. He was working 
then more with built-up slabs 
than the traditional spun shapes. 

He began to work in bronze 
when be shared a studio with a 
bronze sculptor in Los. Angeles 
in 1957. He moved to bis own 
studio in a warehouse in 1963. 

Since then be has alternated 
between ceramics and bronzes. 
His 95-raeter-high bronze sculp- 
nire is outside the Hail of Justice 
in San Francisco, a commisrion 
be won in a competition.

Says no pullout under way 


Vietnam accuses China of atrocities 


BANGKOK. March 9 (AP) 
— Vietnam, in its strongest 
statement in recent days. Friday 
accused China of planning to 
“ rotate *' rather than withdraw 
its troops from Viemam and 
demanded an " immediate, 
complete and unconditional ” 
pull-out. 

One broadcast called the 
Chinese" worse than the French 
and Americans. *' and accused 
Peking's .soldiers of burning 
houses, destroying communica- 
tion lines and stealing everything 


Senate kills 
change in 
Taiwan bill 


WASHINGTON. March 9 
( R) — The Senate has narrowly 
defeated a proposal to make a 
crucial change in the language of 
a bill setting up new unofficial 
relations with Taiwan. 

The amendment, which the 
Carter administration said 
would have jeopardized rela- 
tions with Peking, was rejected 
by votes to 42. A previous 
vote to kill the amendment failed 
by 49 to 45. The amendment

NEW DELHI, March 9 (R)— 
Soviet Premier Alexei Kosygin 
arrived Friday for talks with

In a strong speech before the 
Indian parliament, he also called 
China a criminal who bad 
encroached on the life of an 
entire nation by attacking Viet- 
nam. 

The Soviet leader, who is on a 
w-day visit for discussions with 
Prime Minister Morarji Desai 
and other Indian leaders, said in 
an airport speech earlier that 
there were no differences at all 
between Moscow and New 
Delhi. 

But the visit comes only three 
weeks after the return of Indian 
External Aff^ Minister Atal 
Bihari Vajpayee from talks in 
Peking and clearly reflects 
Soriet concern atrout the recent 
wanning in Sino-Indian rela- 
tions. 

But India has been reapprais- 
ing its growing relations with 
Peking rince the Chinese inva- 
rion of Vietnam an event 
which occurred while an embar- 
rassed Vajpayee was still in 
China. ' 

Addressing a joint session of 
the Indian upper and lower 


houses of pariiament Kosygin 
asked what punishment such a 
criminal as China deserved. 

'* No peace-loving country, no 
person of integrity should 
remain indifierent when that 
sort of thing happened, when an 
aggressor held human life and
